when a blow-out occurred directly in 
front of his face. 
His face was ter­ 
ribly lacerated and the condition of 
his left eye is such that the attend­ 
ing physician, Dr. R. S. McCray of 
Morristown, believes he will lose the 
sight. 
Mr. Myers late this afternoon 
was suffering terribly from his in­ 
juries.

Hayes was found hanging

o ’clock this morning by a hired hand 
and he lived until two o’clock this a f ­ 
ternoon. 
Mr. Hayes and 
one of the farm 
hands were engaged in moving some 
lumber from 
the v barn 
to a small 
house nearby and on one of the trips 
to and from the barn, the farm hand 
missed M>\ Hayes and thought it 
strange that he should disappear so 
suddenly. 
He 
found 
Mr. 
Hayes 
dangling from a 
ra fte r in the liny 
mow. 
His feet were within two feet 
of the floor and life was all but ex­ 
tinct. 
The body was cut down and 
Dr. Lampton of Milroy was called. 
Hayes was black in the face and nev­ 
er regained consciousness, dying at 
two o’clock.. 
A rumor in this city and Milroy 
was to the effect that he had taken 
poison ju st before hanging himself, 
but this could not he confirmed. 
The 
suicide left no letters of explanation 
as fa r as could be learned and his 
friends are at a loss as to why he 
should take his life. 
It is stated that 
Hayes had no domestic trouble and 
his financial affairs were said to be 
iii no way accountable for the deed. 
Deceased had enjoyed the best of 
health lately and his friends in and 
around Milroy say the only reason 
they can give is that his mind 
was 
affected. 
It is stated that Hayes had 
acted queer for some time and feeling 
that he would become insane decided 
to take his life. 
Coroner Shauck of Arlington was 
called to investigate the case and at 
a late hour this afternoon had not 
given his verdict. 
Mr. Hayes was a son-in-law of the 
late Charles Selby and lived on the 
old Selby farm.

Judge Blair in his findings which 
he read to the plaintiff’s and the de­ 
fen d an t s attorneys 
this 
morning, 
stated that the evidence showed that 
Bessie \ ., a race mare was sold to 
Irwin C. Richey of New 
Haven by 
George Weeks of this city for $2,500. 
Further he stated that the mare was 
injured before she left the Big Four 
cards iii this citv.

It was brought out iii the testimony 
that Vs eeks acted as Richey’s agent 
here and loaded the mare on a car in 
the Big Four yards here. 
The testi­ 
mony showed also that a car was 
switched onto the switch where the 
car carrying the mare stood and was 
thrown against the car 
with gfreat 
force. 
The evidence 
showed, 
the 
court said in his findings, that one of 
the straps which held the mare in 
place in the car was broken by the 
sudden impact between the two ears 
and >he was thrown down, her fore 
legs ap art so that 
she was badly 
sprained in the shoulders. 
F urther­ 
more the testimony in th e ease show­ 
ed that a man named Fred Hurtsp&tb 
was placed on the ear with the mare 
by Mr. Weeks and was instructed to 
bathe her shoulders and care for her 
until the car arrived at New Haven. 
The accident 
happened iii 
March, 
1908. 
According to the court’s findings. 
the evidence showed that the mare 
had been useless as a race horse 
since her injury and that the defend­ 
a n t had not been 
able to disprove 
that. 
The evidence also revealed, lie 
said, that she was no good since the 
accident except for a road mare. 
He 
placed the value of four hundred dol­ 
lars on her for that. 
Deducting that 
from the arpount paid for her, $2,500, 
leaves $2,100, which gum was aw ard­ 
ed the plaintiff by the court. 
The 
costs were adjudged against tho de­ 
fendant. 
The whole question hinged on

point of law which has 
never been 
really decided.

It was a typical bit of Bryan ora­ 
tory and at the end the peerless leader 
lugged in a mention of his local option 
fight by requesting the banqueters to 
fill their glasses “with the beverage 
upon which the Almighty has set the 
seal of his approval and diink a toast 
to the president.”

that 
most of the bottles of sparkling spring 
water had been placed on the table 
without their caps 
having been re­ 
moved, and the haste of banqueters to 
get at the water in time nearly upset 
the dignity of the occasion. 
The president replied, speaking of 
Mr. Bryan as Lincoln’s most distin­ 
guished citizen. “I have had occasion 
to say in times past,” continued the 
president, “that there were no roses 
so beautiful as those that grow over 
the party wall and to be received by 
Mr. Bryan at this time is to me a great 
pleasure, which I must express.”

FORMAL PETITION TO COURT 


The Dynamite, Time Clocks, 
Fuses, 


Etc., Together W ith Books and Rec­ 


ords of the Iron Workers Seized at 


the Time of John McNamara's Ar­ 


rest and Under Guard at Indianapo­ 


lis, Sought by California Officers. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 3.—In criminal 
court a petition has been filed ask­ 
ing that Judge Joseph T. Markev of 
the criminal court, grant permission 
to the state of California to transfer 
to. Los Angeles county, California, the 
books, papers, dynamite and clocks 
confiscated in Itidianapolis after the 
arrest of J. J. McNamara April 22. The 
petitioner is J. D. Fredericks, district 
attorney of Los Angeles county. 
He 
■was represented by Ferdinand Winter, 
attorney. 
Judge Markev will hold a 
hearing on 
the 
petition Thursday 
morning at 9 o’clock. 
Pending the 
hearing, Judge Markey ordered that 
all of the evidence held by Marion 
county be kept under guard. 
Prose­ 
cutor Frank P. Baker had intended 
returning part of the books and papers 
which were taken from the office of 
the 
International 
Association 
of 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workers 
to the association, but he agreed with 
the court to hold everything until the 
disposition of the petition. The things 
Mr. Baker hqd planned to return to 
the iron workers association included 
nothing relating to the dynamiting 
cases. 
The order of the court will 
also prevent Prosecutor Baker or Su­ 
perintendent of Police Hyland from 
taking before Thursday any of the evi­ 
dence to California, where they have 
been summoned to appear as wit­ 
nesses in the McNamara trial. 
The 
subpenas ordered Baker and Hyland 
to bring with them the evidence they 
possessed. 
Articles Held as Evidence. 
The petition sets forth that J. J. Mc- 
namara and James B. McNamara are 
under indictment for murder in Los 
Angeles county and that their trial has 
been set for Oct. ll. 
The petitioner 
avers that the crime which the Mc­ 
Namaras are charged with was ac­ 
complished by means of nitroglycer­ 
ine, dynamite and other explosives at­ 
tached to clocks and that some of this 
material is in possession of Marion 
county officials. It is also pointed out 
that in this evidence there are import­ 
ant admissions in letters that tend to 
connect John J. McNamara as a con­ 
spirator in the dynamiting outrages. 
The petitioner specifically names the 
articles, which he says are held as evi­ 
dence against John J. McXamai a. 
Sticks of dynamite, boxes containing 
fuses, fourteen timeclocks, about the 
size of a large watch, are named. 
Checkbooks, ledgers and correspond­ 
ence of John J. McNamara are set out 
in the petition. 
The dynamite which 
was found on the farm of D. Jones, 
west of Indianapolis is named as part 
of the evidence wanted. 
Mr. Winter said the court was not 
obliged to grant the petition. He said 
the state of California would bear the 
expense of transferring the material 
to Los Angeles. The attorney for the 
McNamara was present and said the 
removal of the evidence to California 
would be opposed.

Where the testimony went to 
show that a reconciliation followed 
the alleged cruel treatment and that 
the divorce suit was not filed for some 
time after such reconciliation the 
court said he would refuse the divorce.

Also Made Clear That Tripoli Was 


Not Bombarded. 


Constantinople, Oct. 3.—The Turks 
have captured the Italian steamship 
Ernesto llardi and have made prison■' 
era cf the members of the crew. 
___ 
london, Oct. 3.—Concerning the war 
between Italy and Turkey, no .direct 
news has been received from Tripoli 
and there is little of importance from 
any other point. 
Such dispatches £ 
were received were contradictory and 
without trustworthiness, beyond the 
news that the Italian torped > boat 
flotilla had attacked three more Turk­ 
ish torpedo boats, sinking two of them 1 
The third, according to the agent of 
Lloyds at Corfu, was captured. 
The Italian ambassador at Vienna 
has been curtly informed by the Aus­ 
trian authorities that should Italy at j 
tempt again to land troops in Albania ' 
that Austria will send warships to th a t1 
coast and regard Italy’s action as un- j 
friendly. 
In so far as actual warfare goes, 
matters have progressed little since1 
midnight Saturday. The war center is 
Tripoli. 
In view of the fact that th e ! 
cable between Tripoli and Malta has J 
either beeen cut or is in the hands of 
th© Italians, who are exercising over i 
it the same rigorous censorship that is 
being imposed in Italy itself, there is 
no definite information of the situa-J 
tion in Tripoli. 
But it is clear that 
the so-called bombardment of Tripoli 
never took place. The latest infgrma- 
tion points to the effective occupation 
by Italy-qf Tripoli and Serene within' 
the next ten days. Italy is determined 
to occupy these points as h e r ‘one ob-' 
Ject of the war. It is likely therefore 
that she will carry out these opera­ 
tions in the most businesslike style. 
There is no direct news of any con­ 
sequence concerning the actual pro­ 
gress cf the war. 
The few reports 
that were received originated either' 
at Rome cr Constantinople, and the 
Italian and Turkish press are both no-' 
toriously unreliable. Actual hostilities' 
seem for the present to be confined to ' 
the activities of the torpedo flotilla | 
under the command of the Duke of the j 
Abruzzi. 
Incidentally it may be said ' 
that the apparent over-zeal of the duke 
has caused some embarrassment to his 
government because of a hint from 
j Vienna in reference thereto. 
This 
, may be taken for what it is worth. 
• Exactly how many little Turkish vic­ 
tims have fallen before the guns of 
the duke’s ski] s is not quite clear, nor 
is it very important. 
The Roman 
press, however, 
prints glowing ac­ 
counts of the duke’s fight at Prevesa 
and describes how the Italian war­ 
ships came boldly up within range of 
the Turkish ships. The Turkish naval 
attache at london somewhat dims the 
luster of these victories by pointing 
out that with the exception of a couple 
of cruisers and four destroyers, none 
of which figured In the battle with 
the Duke of the Abruzzi, Turkey has
